Helen Jenkins, Davis

Mrs. Smith and Ms. Bey 
both bought cars from a 
man who claimed to be an 
used car dealer in 
Mansfield, O. He offered to 
sell them cars which he 
purchased at auctions at a 
savings up to $1500. He 
produced an identification 
card bearing his photo-and 
the name of his sales 
establishment. 

Mrs. Smith bought a 
1975 Ford Grenada from 
him last December by 
making a substantial down 
payment, with the balance 
to be gg on monthly 
terms. accompanied 
her to the motor vehicle 
registrar and purchased

During his early teens he 
became interested in jazz 
music and devoted as 
much time and 
concentration to it as with 
his classical music. At the 
age of 15, he won first 
prize at an amateur show 
and a couple of years later 
he joined a big orchestra 
in Montreal which had him 
traveling in many Candian 
cities.

OWN 
THE BIG ROAD 


BY WILLIAM O. WALKER 


The death of Federal Judge William H. 
Hastie in Philadelphia last week, removes 
from the scene one of fhe major architects 
of the civil rights movement. He collapsed 
on the golf course. 

Judge Hastie, in his death, will not be 
mourned by most of the people now or 
recently engaged in the civil rights 
struggle, for they did not know him. Yet, 
few men in this century contributed more 
than he did in laying the solid, basic 
foundation for all of the civil rights gains 
.we have made in the last fifty years. 

His career was long and colorful. When 
he died, he was a senior member of the 
Third U.S. Court of Appeals sitting in 


- Philadelphia. He had served in that court 


since Oct. 15, 1949. Before that, he was 
appointed the first Black Federal Judge in 
March of 1937. He served two years on the 
District Court of the Virgin Islands. 
Judge Hastie entered government 
“service as an Assistant Solicitor in the 
Department of the Interior in the early part 
of the New Deal. Southern Senators 
vigorously opposed him because of his 
race and of his support of civil rights 
activities. 

After his service in the Virgin Islands, he 
returned to Howard University as dean of 

—the-taw-Schoot- Shortly after that; he was" 
named by President Roosevelt as civilian 
aid to the Secretary of War. 

In this post, he fought the discriminatory 
practices of the Army. In.-this fight, he 
joined hands with the Negro Newspaper 
Publishers. | well recall those days. 
Through Judge Hastie’s help, we set up a 
conference in- Washington, D.C., on 
Monday, Dec. 8, 1941, to meet with the 
cabinet heads of the Army and Navy and, 
other government officials to discuss 
eliminating the rigid discriminatory 
policies in the United States armed forces. 

As history Would have it, the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor, Sunday, Deé. 7, 
1941. Nevertheless our delegation met in 
session in the Munitions Building on 
Constitution Ave.

However, progress 
was too slow for Judge Hastie, so he 
resigned his position a few months later. 

When the late Atty. Charles H. Houston 
became dean of Howard University Law 
School, he attracted to his staff two young 
lawyers: William H. Hastie, just out of 
Harvard and, Thurgood Marshall out of 
Howard. It was at this period in Houston's 
life that, with these associates, he 
conceived the whole legal approach to our 
civil rights struggle. The plans and work 
conceived by Atty. Houston, were 
eventually carried to fruition by .Judge 
Hastie and Judge Thurgood Marshall. The 
Legal Defense Fund of the NAACP Is the 
legal agency that evolved and, is still 
today the legal entity that most civil rights 
organizations depend on. 

At the Summit Conference that | 
conducted for the Negro Press in 
Waghington, May 12 -13, 1958, Judge 
Hastie was a participant. He made a strong 
speech on the legal rights of Negroes and 
took full part in all of the discussions. 

Among _other things, he said: “In a 
Democratic society, the sense that people 
are indignant and aroused, will always be 
one of the great forces toward 


change...The one thing | would fear most, - 


would be the sense of loss of indignation 
against injustice.” 

Being a federal judge and, naturally a 
man not seeking the limelight, 
nevertheless William H. Hastie was one of 
the most fearless and courageous men | 
have ever known. His great legal talent 
and wise Counsel, were invaluable to the 
whole civil rights struggle. He never 
compromised a principal. That's why when 
Army desegregation moved too slow; he 
resigned his job. 

In whatever position he served, Judge 
Hastie did so with distinction and honor. 
There is much, in his long career that 
young civil rights leaders and lawyers can 


learn from this-great man. No job he ever . 


held was too high or important for him to 
overlook or pass up dedicated, unselfish 
service to his people.

‘tea "on the Ohio Industrial Commission, _ after 
making an obviously carefully studied move designed 
to feather her own nest, found herself in the 
doghouse of officials of the Ohio AFL-CIO. 

Ms. Neal, a Columbus Democrat, resigned from the 
$17,161 commission post to which she was appointed 
by former Democrat Gov. John J. Gilligan, to accept 
another state position under Republican Gov. James 
A. Rhodes with an annual salary of $25,189, 

THE AFL-CIO house organ, News and Views, 
branded Ms. Neal as an “alleged Democrat” in its last 
week’s issue. The article insinuated that Ms. Neal 
betrayed Gilligan, in that she an other Democrat 
appointees to major state commissions, pledged to 
serve out their term. Her term would have expired in 

ne 1979. 

OF course the AFL-CIO would not have been so 
upset by Ms. Neal's resignation had it not thrown the 
commission control into the hands of Republicans. 
But this was just part of their argument, for what hurt 
them most and really infuriated was the fact that 
Gregory J. Stebbins, the controversial ex-Ohio AFL- 
ClO official, was busted after the commission fell into 
Republican control. Stebbins still represents labor on 
the, panel, but he now has only limited power. — 

Ms. Neal took the criticism philosophically, saying 
that they (AFL-CIO) are entitled to their opinion. 
However, she said- that-money_was-not the major 
reason for switching positions. Stebbins was making 
all decisions without any input from her, so that being 
the case, “there was no useful purpose” for her to 
continue serving on the commission, she said. 

Incidentally, in her new position, she is second in 
command to Mrs. Helen Evans, director of the 
industrial Relations Dept. This should be of 
considerable interest to Women Libber groups, for it 
means that the director and deputy director of a high 
division of state government are both of the female

Don't let those rosy employment predictions fool 
u; joblessness today is at catastrophic proportions. 
Yon see any comfort in the fact that the numbers of 
unemployed are “down” to “only about seven 


aacts the figure 
to dip below that level before year’s end. The figures 
look good only in comparison to last summer's 
Depression-level rates...Compared to the three and 
four percent unemployment of the 60s, today’s levels 
are still unacceptable. 

And even those figures are. laundered, with whole 
categories of the jobless not counted as unemployed. 
The overall national figures tend to bury the 
unemployment rates among subgroups of the 
population, like teenagers and blacks. 

cially, the black jobless rate is stuck at about 14 
percent, double that for whites, and the true figure is 
about 25 percent — one out of four. Black teenagers 
suffer jobless rates in excess of 60 percent . 

Still,_the political campaign rolls on without much, 
being said about what candidates will do to bring 
about full employment. They’re all for it — it's like 
being for mom and apple pA — but.no one has yet 
zeroed in on the need for jobs as the top national 


priority. 3 

A national full employment policy demands a well- 
thought out approach with due consideration for what 
kinds of jobs, for whom, and how the goal of full 
employment will be reached. 

A step in that direction is the proposal now before 
Congress popularly know as the Humphrey-Hawkins 
Bill. But it's less a firm program than a broad 
philosophical commitment to making more jobs 
available, 

In this respect, it is remini it of the Employment 
Act of 1946, which was a respense to widespread 
fears that the post-war economy would fall right back 
into the Depression the war enged, 

The new proposal would estalilish “the right of all 
adult. Americans able, willing and.seeking to work to 
full opportunity" for jobs. 

Establishment of the right to employment is a bold 
step forward, it's a right that-should be as basic as 
other rights free people enjoy. But I'm troubled by the 
restriction of that right to “adults” since that can be 
interpreted very narrowly and certainly excludes 
teenagers who want to work. 

The “seeking to work” proviso could be trouble too, 
since there are several million discouraged workers 
who would take a job if they could but have given up 
looking for jobs they don't believe are there. Currently 
they're not counted as unemployed and there seems 
no need to worsen that situation by excluding them 
from a national full employment porey. 

Providing “full opportunity” for jobs is a lot 
different from providing jobs, and the training and 
career ladders that ought to go with job-creation. 

The goal is to get unemployment levels down to 
three precent by the end of the decade, but three 
percent is high by European standards, is still an 
understatement of true employment the way the Labor 

ment.counts the unemployed, and doesn't deal 
with higher rates for subgroups. Three percent

Robin Crews relates the 

following views on 
segregation:

“Black teachers are able 
to ‘hip’ black students 
about what's out there in 
the world that they're 
going to have to face and 
what they're going to have 
to do to make it. A white 
teacher is not going to sit 
in a classroom and tell the 
black students how the 
‘white’ man has_ stolen 
black .people’s: education, 
their pride and integrity, 
they're not going to sit in 
the classroom and tell 
black students that you 
have.to be twice as smart 
as a white man to. get a job 
and especially the same 
job. They're not going to 
tell you how many two- 
faced white business 
owners are out there just 


waiting to get a ‘spade’ as 


a token.
